During the night the division under 


Generals Crittenden and McCook, arrived. 
Gen Lew Wallace, at Crump Landing, 
miles below, was ordered at an early hour 
in the morning to hold his division in 
readiness to move in any direction, it might 
be ordered.

was delivered lo move it up to Fittsburg, 
but owing to its being led by a circuitous 
route, it did not arrrive in time to take 
part in Sunday'sjaction.
